him a Sharer ot each of them, to the Value, which he himſelf ac- 
knowledges in his Libel : But finding the ſaid Mr. Barclay perſiſting 
ſtill in his old Practices, and exclaiming againſt the Biſhop and Ad- 
miniſtrators,as having no Regard, but being ſtated Enemies to thoſe
